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..'his  department  is  beginning  its  third  year  of  planned 
and  extensive  system  of  specialized  schools,  which 
consists  of  two  weeks  ordinance  and  law  instruction 
for  newer  members  of  the  department,  followed  by  /:f 
in-service  training  for  the  entire  personnel, 
and  then  numerous  three  to  five  day  courses  for 
small  classes  dealing  in  specialized  subjects. 
From  these  classes  come  men  who  are  ablo  to 
fingerprint,  classify,  and  file  such  prints,  as 
well  as  work  with  latent  prints  in  the  field. 
They  are  also  taught  the  use  of  all  photographic 
equipment  of  the  department  by  actual  use.  Other 
classes  deal  with  the  latest'  techniques,  scientific? 
crime  investigation  and  detection. 
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Looking  to  the  future,  we  usually 
climax  this  series  of  schools  with 
an  advanced  specialized  course  in 
an  effort  to  discover  and  develop 
potential  personnel  who  we  can  later 
use  as  instructors.
